He has a dark 
complexion, a noticeably large nose and wears horn-rimmed 
glasses. He apparrently is from Brooklyn. The informant has 
played Softball with him at Camp Unity and describes him as having 
been on the staff of Camp Unity during the summer of 1955 •

The meeting was opened by Unknown Subj ect OSCAR who 
presided as chairman. He immediately introduced ! 
I 1 who presente d the mai n report for the evening wnich 
involved the NAACP. I I spent most of his time talking 
on a Civil Rights Mob ilization scheduled for Washington, D.C, 



in February of 1956, | | explained that this mobilization 

was not CP initiated, but was CP supported. He stated that 
the CP wanted unified backing for this mobilization from many 
organiza tions, specifically naming the Elks and the NAACP. 
I "[ explained that the Mississippi issues were so hot 
that the NAACP "was afraid the situation would get out of hand 
and the NAACP was trying to quiet the commotion down. 

The CP wants to build up the pressure against the 
NAACP through other organizations, so that the NAACP will have 
to move in this matter. The CP wants to weld a united front 
on the Mississippi issue s. Also, it wants to get the Labor 
Movement behind this and | [ mentioned Local 600 of the 
United Automobile Workers of Detroit as one segment of labor 
which had endorsed this mobilization. The.CP wants this 
mobilization to develop into a mass merge on Washington. The 
CP wants this mobilization which will be in Washington on the- 
first day Congress convenes to develop a delegation which will 
visit Congress for the purpose of supporting Congressman DIOGS 
and his proposal. DIGGS has publicly announced that he will 
introduce a resolution before Congress to prohibit the seating 
of the United States Congressman from Mississippi on. the basis 
that they do not represent a majority of their constituants .

Affairs and by the New York State Communist Party Labor 
Commission. 

OSCAR presented a talk on CP registration in New 
York Ctiy. He noted dissatisfaction with the progress of 
registration, commented that the registration of Negroes in 
the CP was still, and had been In the past, falling off. He 
stated that the Party had two hundred registered for 1956, 
whereas It had registered over five hundred for the years since 
1952, He stated this Negro registration in the CP in New York 
City at one ti me was one thousand members. He stated that he, 



I H and eighteen other individuals would meet in 

New York City in the near future to identify past and present. 
Party members and get them all registered for 1956. 

He again expressed disappointment over registration 
figures for New York City, and stated that this meeting would 
go through the list of former Party members again 30 that they 
could be conta cted and rereg ist ered for 1956.

DIRBA was an accountant for the Communist Party and was being 
compensated for his services in such capacity. 

This memorandum on registration set out goals 
of 40$ by September 30th, 80$ by November 8th, Election 
Day, and 100$ by December 31, 1955 . Special club meetings 
for discussion of the registration campaign were to be 
held between September 12th and 30th and every member was 
to receive a copy of a letter prepared by the New York 
State Committee of the Communist Party, for use as a 
discussion guide along with a National Committee statement 
on the subject of registration, that statement having been 
published in "The Worker" of August 7, 1955. 

Success in registration was seen in the light 
of the situation prevailing after the Geneva Conference 
and members were to be urged not only to increase -the 
Party's numerical strength but to strengthen every member's 
political and organizational ties with the Party and also 
improve the functioning of clubs. 

Everything possible was to be done to register 
all members, special attention being paid to those on 
the verge of dropping out and those whose organizational 
ties with the Party had been very weak. Such members were 
to be strengthened by discussion and involved in such 
activities as work in mass organizations in order to prevent 
discouragement and indifference and also secure the attendance 
of such members at club meetings. 
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Every member was to be placed in industry as 
far as possible or in a mass organization. 

The Party member conducting registration activities 
was told to reach and regain all possible former members 
who had been lost because of the past atmosphere of "witch 
hunts and intimidation" as well as those whose loss was 
due to organizational failure. It was noted that the Party 
had been too rigid and mechanical in dropping all who had 
received treatment by psychoanalysts rather than deciding

The informant advised that Communist Party (CP) 
leadership in every Party district have been told^ to make 
up a list of the membership of the OP for the past seven 
or eight years,, They are to make inquiries of every unit 
and every contact in order to relocate members mho were 
lost because of a lack of frequent contact or who Just 
dropped away from the CP* 

CG 5824~Sx learned that the Party has already 
prepared a list of close to 3,500 names of people in 
New York City whom titf\ plans to contact and, if possible, 
bring back to the CP. Similar" lists are apparently 
being prepared in Chicago, Cleveland^ Detroit and other 
large cities throughout the United States*, 

In addition, an effort will be made to go 
back into the smaller cities in several states in order 
to re-establish contacts in those communities which were 
neglected during the period when a large portion of the 
CP leadership was operating in the underground. 

All offices should be especially alert to the 
possibility of gaining access to such a list as mentioned 
above, and thereafter employ full utilization of its 
contents to effectively increase all aspects of our 
coverage of the CP, USAo 

The informant also learned that the CP plans 
to reduce the number of persons who are member s -at -large . 
Every individual will be expected to be assigned to a 
glub except those in very strategic positions. These 
persons, for security reasons, may remain members -at-large 
but must be in contact with someone from the Party. The 
reasons for assigning as many members as possible to clubs 
ares first, to retain discipline; and second, to be able 
to collect dues and other funds which the Party needs 
from- day to day*
